Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board of the School District of Monroe 


Gentlemen: I herewith submit to you my report 
as superintendent of schools for the present year. 
The following statistics taken from the state re- 
port for the year ending July 15, 1917 are of special 
interest: 
Whole number of pupils attending at least two 


weeks 65 
Average daily attendance in all schools 45.02 
Average daily absence in all schools | 5.32 
Average membership in all schools 50.34 
Per cent of attendance | 89.43 
Number of tardinesses . 305 
Average length in weeks of all schools 33 
Average monthly salary of teachers | $33.93 
Number of visits of school board = 6 
Number of visits of superintendent 69 
Number of visits, citizens and others 174 


In the above items the average daily absence and 
the number of tardinesses is abnormally large in pro- 
portion to the enrollment. The per cent of attend- 
ance is likewise low. No school system can be a suc- 


on 


cess unless the pupils attend regularly and promptly. 
While the long distances many of the pupils in Monroe 
must go to reach school might furnish a reasonable 
excuse, it is to be noted that this class of pupils have 
the best record for attendance and that those who live 
within easy reach of the school are the ones most 
likely to be absent or tardy. No pupil can be absent 
one or two days a week and expect to do the work 
of his grade satisfactorily and win promotion. One 
pupil only, Arlene Jones, had a perfect record of at- 
tendance for the year. 


The constant advance in the cost of labor of all 
grades is having its effect on teachers’ salaries. This 
fact should be kept in mind in making up the appro- 
priations for next year. The teacher more than any 
other factor is responsible for the efficiency of the 
school and it is important that such salaries be paid 
as will tend to secure and retain competent teachers. 


In a recent circular to school boards and superin- | 
tendents, the State Department of Public Instruction 
urges each district to undertake a progressive scheme 
of schoolhouse improvement. Monroe has made a be- 
ginning in the Pollard district, where we. have the 
more important essentials of a model rural school—a 
bright attractive schoolroom with adjustable desks, 
and closets attached to the building in such a way that 
they may be reached ‘without leaving the building. 
In spite of the high cost of material and labor, I believe 
that some appropriation should be made at school 
meeting for this purpose and that whatever is done 
should be done in a permanent and up-to-date man- 
ner. 


Since taking charge of the schools, I have under- 
taken no radical changes. Through the willing co- 
operation of the teachers I have tried rather to grad- 
ually develop the situation, to improve the methods of 
instruction, to have proper emphasis. placed on the 
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various subjects taught, to raise the standard of schol- 
arship, as well as to attend to such details as were 
given into my hands. Iam confident that some prog- 
ress has been made in improving the school system in 
i sane and substantial way. 

In closing I wish to express my appreciation of the 
earnest loyalty of the teachers, of the cordial support 
of the school board, and the cooperation of the public.
